Under the direction of a committee consisting of Mrs, Jean Smith, 
Mr. Maurice Crawford, and Mrs. Dorcas Chaffee, and with advice 
from Mr. Brooke Fleck, a number of improvements have been made 
in arrangements of the adult and children's rooms. New bookshelves 
were built along the west wall. Five attractive, half-high sectional 
bookshelf units, custom built by Uline & Menard, replace the old high 
bookstack, creating a special area for the small children and permit- 
ting a much more convenient arrangement of all the children's collec- 
tions. The card catalogue has been moved to a more accessible location 
near the main door. A reference area, with study table, in the north 
corner of the adult room is much used by all students. Portraits of the 
Hall Brothers, rescued by Clayton Claflin, add color and distinction 
to the children's room, 


A new service instituted this fallis a paperback exchange housed 
in a bookcase opposite the front entrance, There will be no processing 
of these books for circulation or limits on the number which may be 
borrowed, However, patrons are requested to indicate number of titles 
taken to the librarian for inclusion in the circulation figures. 


The Town Library has been very generously remembered during 
the past year. In addition to the much-appreciated annual gift from 
the Utility Club, funds were received from the Women's Organization 
of CRREL for the purchase of children's books. Mr. Leon Anderson 
of the Chicago University Press contributed a number of its titles to 
the non-fiction collection. A number of National Geographic magazines 
given by Dr. Frances Taylor, added to the existing collection make it 
virtually complete, with index, from 1930 to the present. 7 years of 
American Heritage, with index, given by Mrs. John Bowden, are 
available for reference. Books have been purchased with memorial 
funds for Mrs. Maude Greenwood, Mrs. Augusta Beusman, and Mr. 
Reginald Badger, with titles still to be chosen for memorials to 
Mr. Chester Hobbs, Miss Florence Bradley and Mr. Bartlett Mayo.

Mrs. Mayo also gave several books from Mr. Mayo's personal library, 
in his memory. 16 volumes of the Allabout series for children were 
given by Peter Gosselin of Norwich. Donors of light fiction, not cata- 
logued, paperbacks, and magazines, too numerous to name, have the 
grateful appreciation of the trustees. 


From the funds appropriated by the State Legislature for the State 
Library Development Program, Lyme Town Library, as well as all 
other participating libraries in the state, received a grant-in-aid of 
$100.00 for the purchase of reference books. 30 LP records, a gift 
of the Columbia Record Co, are being circulated on an experimental 
basis and could form the nucleus of a larger collection, if the com- 
munity indicates its interest in receiving such a service from the 
library, 


140 outmoded and outworn adult fiction titles were weeded with 
the assistance of the Southwest District Consultant, Mrs. Cynthia 
Postal, to make room for more current fiction and a number of newly 
purchased standard titles in demand for high school book reports, 
Several craft and hobby books for which there is a growing demand 
have been added to the adult non-fiction collection, 


The juvenile non-fiction and biography collections have been 
strengthened to provide more supplementary resource material for 
the elementary students, Much assistance in securing special materials 
for all ages is received from the Bookmobile and State Library staff. 
The librarians are glad to try to fill any request for books not on our 
shelves in this fashion, The trustees express their continued gratitude 
for the excellent cooperation of the teachers and the volunteer assist- 
ants, recruited under PTA sponsorship by Mrs. Betty Melendy, which 
contributes so much to the library-school program and for the loyalty 
of the assistants at the Lyme Center Branch Library. 


In special observance of National Library Week this year, the 
trustees held a Library Open House on April 20, in honor of Mr. 
Ralph W. Balch, treasurer of the board, and trustee of the library 
for 40 consecutive years, Many former trustees and friends attended 
and Mr, Balch was presented with a citation in recognition of his 
exceptional service to the library. 


Trustees and librarians are always eager to receive suggestions 
concerning library service and book selections, and urge everyone in 
the community to visit and make good use of the Lyme Town Library 
and the Lyme Center Branch during the coming year.

Annual Report 1966 


The Recreation Committee reports a good year with many improve- 
ments, 


The Ford Sayre Ski Program had fewer registrations, fewer teachers, 
and many fewer skis rented this year, but the caliber of instruction 
has greatly improved, The decrease in ski rentals means more child- 
ren are owning their own skis, showing more interest in the sport and 
improving in their skiing ability. A cross country ski class under Dan 
O'Hara has been organized with nine children participating. 


The skating rink on the common got off to a poor start, due to un- 
seasonably warm weather in December, but Rick and Dick Pond have 
finally achieved a bigger area than ever, which has been very much 
enjoyed. 


Several different bands were hired for the band concerts after the 
five church suppers last summer, which were well-attended and much 
enjoyed, 


The Recreation area at Post Pond was improved by enlarging the 
parking lot and filling in some of the land to the west of the bath house. 
Mr. Frederick Wagner donated the gravel, and the committee was 
able to get several trucks and a bulldozer on each of two days that a 
loader was available, which, together with some volunteer labor, got 
the job done for about half of the estimated cost. The Young Mothers’ 
Club collected trading stamps and bought a large play-ground swing 
which was very popular. The swimming registrations were up 21% 
over the summer before. The beach was also in constant use for recre- 
ational swimming, due to the exceptionally warm summer. 


Next year we plan to enlarge the play area some more, and plant 
grass and trees, We shall have to have a new diving board, which means 
that a lot of work will have to be done on the dock to make a good solid 
base for it. We also hope to start on the construction of a base ball 
field. 


The committee wishes to thank the many, many people who have 
contributed generously of their time and effort to help this program 
make Lyme a better and a pleasanter place in which to live. We also 
wish to remind everyone that the committee is elected by the town, 
and therefore acting for the town, so if you have any suggestions for 
improving or augmenting the program, we shall be very happy to hear 
them.

To the School Board and Citizens of Lyme: 


I submit, herein, my report for the Lyme School Distrigtaae 
1966, This will be a brief report and I refer you to the Third Annual 
Report of the Lyme Project and the School Board Report. 


Sea vers bh die 


We have five new staff members in the school this year. Miss 
Barbara Zoukis replaced Mrs. Elaine Ellis as the third grade teacher. 
(Mrs. Ellis finished out the balance of last year so that Mrs. Arlene 
Rich could take over her new duties as a Corrective Reading Teacher). 
Mr. Wayne Miskelly replaced Mrs. Constance Dine and teaches the 
social studies in grades 5-8. Mrs, Ann Semprebon is our new art 
teacher, replacing Mrs. Janet Shulman. Mrs. Jane Clifford teaches 
reading and science for half of the school day. Mrs. Shirley Godfrey 
is our new part-time clerk, replacing Mrs. Roberta Hall. 


Iam confident that the parents and other citizens of Lyme join 
me in extending appreciation to the staff of the school for their con- 
tinual efforts to provide the best possible educational opportunities 
for our students. 


Curpicwiam 


Although we have made a few minor adjustments in the organiza- 
tion and schedule of the school, we have basically the same curricu- 
lum organization that we had last year. Students in the new Barnes 
building are in a nongraded primary unit during their first few years 
in school. Upon completing their studies in this unit, the students are 
placed in the departmentalized program in grades 5-8 where they 
change classes and go to a different teacher for each subject, 


Following are a few observations relative to the several subject 

areas which may be of some interest: 

1, Reading - Our greatest emphasis in the curriculum of the 
elementary school is in the area of Reading. This is the sub- 
ject to which the greatest amount of time is given by the 
teacher and students. We feel we have established a very good 
reading program and are beginning to see definite evidence of 
improvement in reading levels in our school. Our program is 
a balanced one which utilizes all of the basic attacks in reading 
and now has a well-developed set of materials for supplemen- 
tary work. Our reading program should prove to be one of the 
most significant improvements we have made in our school. 

2. Mathematics - Our modern mathematics program is well 
established with the latest teaching aids purchased with 
National Defense Education Act (NDEA) funds. We use the 
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Greater Cleveland Mathematics Program materials in grades 
one through six and feel it is the most thorough of all the new 
programs in modern mathematics. Moreover, this math pro- 
gram is divided into sub-sections in such a way that the mathe- 
matics program can be adapted to the student's .ate of growth. 
Consequently, the mathematics program is a more individual- 
ized program and fits into our non-graded program since 
students have no pre-determined objective that they must 
reach in a given period of time. 

Social Studies - A detailed study of the social studies program 
a few years ago revealed that our materials were obsolete and 
Our program inadequate. A decision was made to incorporate 
some of the many teaching aids available in the social studies 
field. We adopted the new Hanover Elementary social studies 
program with minor changes and alterations to fit our own 
school. Following is a brief description of the program in the 
several grade levels. 

The Science Research Associates ''Senesh'' materials were 
purchased along with records and books for the first and sec- 
ond grade. This material is designed to teach economic and 
sociological concepts and skills based on the home and neigh- 
borhood plus some work with maps and globes. 

Grade three and four concentrate heavily on map and globe 
work, learning both physical and place-name geography with 
some effort to learn something about non-western cultures. 
This is being accomplished by making an analytic and compara- 
tive study of several cultures using terminology and concepts 
from the disciplines of physical geography, economics, socio- 
logy, history, political science, and cultural anthropology. 
Naturally, these concepts are taught at a level of understanding 
appropriate for the third and fourth grade student. 

The fifth grade program is a year's study of Western Heri- 
tage, from the early river civilizations of the Near East to 
approximately 1763. Students at this level acquaint themselves 
with names, events, and dates which have been crucial in 
ancient and medieval history and that have had a bearing on the 
development of Western civilization. Students get a meaningful 
understanding of ''the past"! and of ''time'', 

The sixth grade program is a year's study of the narrative 
history of the United States from early 17th century settiement 
to approximately 1940, plus a study of the federal Constitution 
and of the structure of federal, state and local government. 

The seventh grade program places heavy concentration on 
map and globe usage and on physical geography. Throughout 
the social studies program, a heavy commitment has been 
made on maps, globes and a reference library for students 
and teachers, 
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3, Science - Science in our elementary school is now an exciting 
part of the curriculum. The science program was essentially 
non-existent until Dartmouth College gave the school a com- 
plete science laboratory which was then furnished with supplies 
and equipment purchased with N.D.E.A. funds along with a 
minor expenditure from the Lyme School budget. 

In the elementary school, science has traditionally been a 
textbook and lecture subject. It never has been given much 
time in the school program and most people just felt ''the 
high school can teach science'', This has been true all over 
the country, not just in Lyme. As the ''new science" was de- 
veloped for the high school curriculum, it became readily 
apparent that high school students simply did not have the ''feel 
for science or the scientific inquiry'' that they should have and 
must have to understand fully the new approaches to science 
teaching in the high school. 

Consequently, about four years ago, three or four major 
curriculum projects were launched to develop a new approach 
to teaching science in the elementary schools, The Norwich 
Elementary School was selected as a pilot school for the 
Elementary School Science Project based in Watertown, Mass- 
achusetts at Educational Services, Inc., a branch of the 
National Science Foundation. Mrs, Barbara Ragle, the science 
teacher in the upper grades in the Norwich school, was asked 
to serve as an experimental teacher in the program and to 
participate in writing teams during the summer to build and 
develop the various units, 

Three years ago, a local steering committee was formed 
and includes: Dean Leonard Rieser, Prof, Donald Campbell, 
Prof. Paul R. Shafer, Prof. William Ballard, all of Dart- 
mouth College, and the Superintendent of Schools. 

This group attempted to receive foundation support to 
launch a major project for the elementary schools in the area 
but was unable to receive the necessary funds at the time they 
were needed. 

Last summer, the School Boards of Lyme, Hanover, and 
Norwich realized that it would be foolish to lose the momen- 
tum gained in the Norwich program and decided to join together 
in a modified program in which Mrs. Ragle was hired to intro- 
duce the ''new science'' to the teachers and help it get established 
in our schools, Lyme used some of its Lyme Project funds and 
Title I (federal) funds to pay its share of this program. 

Every parent who has a child in grades 1 - 6 will, sooner- 
or-later, become involved with some pretty searching questions 
relating to the very exciting units our students are studying. 
Some of the names of the units alone should point out the fact 
that this is a different approach to science in the elementary 
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school - ''Bones'', ''Mealworms", ''Kitchen Physics", ''Gar- 
bage"', ''Mystery Powders", etc. 

The students are not asked to memorize something out of a 
textbook or launch a major leaf or rock collection program, 
Rather, they are forced to make careful observations, guess 
the outcomes (establish hypotheses) and set out to. see if their 
guesses were correct or incorrect (testing of the hypotheses). 

It will take us another year or two to introduce all of the 
units and to pull together the entire science program. This is 
one of the most exciting things we have done in the school 
since I have been here and Iam convinced that it will prove to 
be one of the most meaningful educational experiences for 
these children during their years in school. 

English - Although our English program has been relatively 
traditional (grammar, composition, spelling, and speech), we 
have attempted to use a large variety of materials in order to 
develop a more individualized approach. These new materials 
include: a programmed vocabulary, multi-level kits in spell- 
ing, composition, and study skills. 

For example, spelling is taught in ungraded groups rather 
than class groups and is coordinated with reading level of the 
student. Students study in a programmed vocabulary course 
which means they can work at their own rate of speed. Com- 
position is taught with the use of the new Science Research 
Associates Composition Series which breaks down writing into 
its various parts rather than the traditional ''What did you do 
last summer ?'' approach, This material attempts to get stu- 
dents to analyze characters, plot, setting, paragraphing, and 
description. Speech development through informal discussion, 
reports, choral reading, and plays is carried on throughout 
the year. 

Art and Music - Our art and music programs are now well- 
established and we have a balanced program in these subject 
areas starting with very basic skill development in the non- 
graded primary unit up to somewhat more advanced and inde- 
pendent work in the upper grades, It will take approximately 
2 - 3 more years before the upper grade students perform at 
the levels they should be performing at because we went for 
so long without these programs and the teachers in art and 
music must spend a great deal of time concentrating on pretty 
basic learning. 


. Remedial Reading Program - One of the most significant ad- 


vances we have made in some time in our school was the ini- 
tiation last year of a remedial or corrective reading program, 
This project was financed through the federal program of 

Title I of the new Elementary - Secondary Education Act. The 
primary objective of our remedial reading program is to assist 
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the student who is having difficulty or who is below his ex- 
pected reading level. By using a reading specialist and teach- 
ing each student individually (or in small groups) with modern 
techniques and using modern equipment, we hope to correct 
each child's deficiencies in reading. 

The reading program was started last spring by Mrs. Rich 
who left the third grade and became a part-time teacher of 
remedial reading. Mrs. Rich works with small groups of from 
2 - 8 students in grades 2 - 7 who are presently reading below 
tested and verified reading potential. A very flexible program 
is used, varying in periods of time ranging from 30 minutes 
to 45 minutes, Children in grades 2 - 4 participate regularly 
four afternoons a week, Those in grades 5 - 7 meet from one 
to three times each week, 

Twenty-two children participated in this program last 
Spring. Six of these have been dismissed because they have 
reached their reading potential. At the present time there are 
approximately thirty children in the remedial reading program. 
Progress is being made as each child works toward his read- 
ing capacity. 

A room has been equipped for specialized and remedial 
reading instruction, Equipment such as a controlled reader, 
filmstrip projector, tachistoflasher, language master, and 
tape recorder are used to increase rate of reading, improve 
comprehension and improve visual perception, Materials are 
also available for development of vocabulary, word analysis 
and phonetic skills, 

The remedial reading teacher communicates regularly and 
coordinates the remedial work with the regular classroom 
teacher. A complete folder is kept on each student in the pro- 
gram so that a constant evaluation of his progress is made, 

We are making substantial progress with the program. One 
point that I would like to emphasize is that remedial or cor- 
rective reading programs apply to any level of student in a 
school, The very brightest youngsters in the class may have 
a specific reading problem which often can be corrected if 
identified early enough and given the proper attention by a 
reading specialist. Some students will require remedial 
assistance for a period of a few months while others will need 
it for several years, I think we can all be quite thankful that 
we now have a remedial reading program available for our 
students,

A total of 92 children were given physical examinations by the 


school doctor. Immunizations of various kinds were given with parental 
consent. In cooperation with the State Department of Health, clinics 
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School Health (continued) 


have been held giving free physicals and immunizations to pre-school 
and school children, The entire school was given the tuberculin test, 

The New Hampshire Mobile X-Ray Unit stopped at the school in 
November and school personnel, the public, and students who are 
known tuberculosis reactors were given free chest X-rays, 

The speech therapist from the Hitchcock Clinic screened several 
of our students and five of them are taking speech therapy weekly 
at the Hitchcock Clinic. 

We have assisted several children to receive the proper eye and 
dental care as well as other medical care. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the P.T.A., the Women's 
Auxiliary, and other Lyme organizations and individuals who have 
assisted the school in providing some financial support to help these

The future will, undoubtedly, bring several changes to the educa- 
tional program in Lyme. We have built up a very fine program in 
grades 1 - 6 but still have two large inadequacies. We simply can 
not offer a junior high school program for the seventh and eighth 
grade students because of insufficient numbers of students and the 
prohibitive expenses that would have to be incurred, and we need to 
have a public kindergarten in our school. A cooperative school dis- 
trict could take care of these problems. Iam sure that everyone 
realizes that the three northern New England States are about the 
last states in the country to form regional or cooperative school dis- 
tricts. Both in terms of program and financial efficiency the coopera- 
tive school districts will have to come to this area (as they have to 
much of the state already) within a very few years. The proper way 
to go about this is to plan the formation of a cooperative district 
carefully and it would seem that Lyme is doing this at this time. 

Conclusion 


I wish to express my appreciation to the teaching staff, the 
principal, the nurse, the custodian, and the clerk for their fine work 
during the year. 

Iam sure that everyone realizes the many hours of hard work 
and the self-sacrifices incurred by the members of the Lyme School 
Board in their many efforts to provide the best possible educational 
program for our children, I wish to thank them publicly and express 
my personal appreciation for their assistance and support in behalf 
of our children. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank all the people of Lyme who have 
Supported and assisted the Lyme School, It has been a pleasure for 
me to be associated with the Lyme School District.

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Lyme is presently providing its grade school and high school 
students with excellent educational opportunities, Looking back over 
the last decade reveals Lyme's citizens' strong personal, political 
and financial support which has led to a continuing series of improve- 
ments in our schools. First, there was the new Barnes School, fol- 
lowed by: consolidation; teacher salary improvement, going from the 
lowest levels in the State to one of the highest; an intensive recruit- 
ing effort which has resulted in a truly superior group of teachers; a 
thorough overhauling of all curriculum and materials - first in read- 
ing, followed by math, then English, social studies and now science; 

a further broadening of the curriculum through the Lyme Project and 
the new federal programs which together have added music, art and 
special reading classes to our curriculum; and finally, the opportunity 
for any or all of our children to attend the finest high school in the area, 
and perhaps in the State, in Hanover. All of this was achieved last year 
at less cost to the Lyme taxpayer than in any of the surrounding com- 
munities, except for Hanover, which has a tax base per pupil double 
that of ours. (Latest State Tax Commission official 1966 tax rates per 
thousand of equalized valuation are: Orford $42.10; Lebanon $36.71; 
Enfield $40.42; Canaan $45.61; Lyme $34.30; Hanover $30.05.) This 
year, on the basis of the Budget Committee approved school budget, 
Lyme could have the lowest tax rate of any town in the area! Educa- 
tionally and financially, it is a gratifying record. 


There are several areas which Still warrant everyone's closest 
attention, however. 

(1) The Elementary Program must be reexamined constantly to 
assure that it is functioning well and is up to date and responsive to 
the needs of the individual pupils. 

(2) The High School Program must be firmly established by 
means of long-run arrangements with Hanover to provide the quality 
of education that the majority of our high school students now receive 
at Hanover High School. There are two important reasons for this: 
(a) Hanover offers a much better and more varied educational pro- 
gram at all levels and for all types of students than any of the other 
high schools to which Lyme pupils have gone in the past; and (b) 
Hanover provides, for the reasons outlined in our letter last fall on 
New Hampshire school district reorganization, the only long-run 
alternative Lyme as a town has, 


Two important pieces of recent evidence bearing on the high 
school situation are (a) the performance of our present students in 


Hanover and (b) financial estimates of future tuition obligations, 
As to performance, the Hanover guidance counselor recently 


reviewed the records of the 18 of our 19 Lyme Freshmen (one student 
from last year's eighth grade class went to Thetford). In his analysis

of their Hanover High School grades, he states: 

"This breakdown seems to indicate that Lyme students are fitting 
in well into the Hanover High School Program; the grade distributions 
show that they received almost the identical percentage of A's, B's, 
C's, etc., as did the (Hanover) student body in general,"' 

"The students showing the greatest improvement are those at the 
low end of the scale in terms of general scholastic aptitude. (emphasis 
added) These youngsters are able to experience more success here 
(in Hanover) since ability grouping enables them to work at a level 
more consistent with their general ability level." 


And, as to cost, we are close to a peak tuition expenditure level 
in the new 1967-68 budget. This school budget will result in no tax 
rate increase over last year! The total to be raised by taxes is less 


than $920.00 over last year and that is all for painting the old school. 


The reason for a favorable cost situation in the future is decreas- 
ing enrollments. This year's Lyme eighth grade is the last of the 
large post-war classes, It has 27 students, From now on our classes 
average 18 per grade. Consequently, the number going to high school 
two or three years in the future will be substantially less. Here are 
the latest enrollment figures: 


lst grade - 19 3rd grade - 20 5th grade - 15 7th grade - 16 
2ndgrade - 15 4th grade - 20 6th grade - 22 8th grade - 27 


From 1967-68 on, even if all of our high school students go to Hanover 
on a tuition basis, high school tuition should not increase appreciably 
except for the normal annual tuition increase per pupil charged by all 
State high schools, This we would have to pay regardless of where the 
pupils go. Below is the tuition situation even if, from 1967-68 on, all 
our students choose to go to Hanover:

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Consequently, at present, the Board recommends that we continue 
to pay full tuition to Hanover for our pupils in grades 9 through 12. If 
a Cooperative is not formed, we would recommend that we enter into 
a long-term Area High School agreement with Hanover so that we can 
take advantage of the State of New Hampshire's contribution of $75 per 
area high school pupil and its increased payments on school building 
aid, 


(3) The Proposed Dresden-Hanover-Lyme-Norwich Cooperative. 
This would solve most of our high school and kindergarten problems. 
The joint study committee is still working on it. The only real prob- 
lem is how to allocate expenses. If we can hit upon a formula which 
will be fair to all, the Cooperative is an excellent possibility. If we 
can't, then we will have to work on some longer-range Area tuition 
arrangements, The Cooperative Planning Committee will have more 
information on this in a few months, 


(4) Kindergarten, We need one. If we get a Cooperative, we will 
get one. If we don't, then the next increase in funds available from 
either the State or the federal government will be used for a kinder- 
garten. We realize that this is top priority, and it will receive all of 
our attention as soon as the present grade school, and, more particu- 
larly, the present high school obligations that the Board and the Dis- 
trict have, are satisfactorily taken care of, 


(5) Finances. On the basis of all available information, Lyme is 
providing top-quality education at a reasonable price. The School 
Board, the School District, and our teaching staff and administration 
(with the continuing help of the Budget Committee) have been finan- 
cially responsible and cautious in spending. We have availed ourselves 
of all of the extra funds that were available at the State and federal 
level and that were obtainable from private sources as well. Asa 
result, as mentioned earlier, Lyme's present tax rate is lower, on 
equalized valuation, than in all surrounding towns except Hanover. 


Nevertheless, the rate of increase of property taxes throughout 
the State, and the low level in quantity and quality of many State 
services, including education, is a cause for alarm. New Hampshire 
must have a broad base tax. A sales tax, with a collection fee for 


retailers, and/or a proportional income tax are necessities - NOW!
